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DETAILED ACTION 
Prosecution History Summary 

• Claims 65-66 have been cancelled in the instant application. 

• Claims 1-64 and 67-69 are pending in the instant application. 
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Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-64 and 67-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

All of the independent claims make note to "a product index." However 
repeatedly the claims refer back to "the index." There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. The term "the index" should be changed to "the product 
index." 

Claim 22 recites in line 10, "...create a data structure for the purchasing data, 
including configured to..." This line appears to contain a typographical or grammatical 
error. Claims 23-42 depend upon claim 22 and acquire the deficiencies set forth in 
claim 22. 

Claim 22 recites in line 4, "...a processor, responsive to the programming 
instructions, configured to..." There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. The term "programming" should be changed to "program." Claims 23-42 
depend upon claim 22 and acquire the deficiencies set forth in claim 22. 
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Claim 22 recites in line 3, "...a memory having program instructions..." It is 
unclear if the program instructions are positively stored on the memory. The line should 
be amended to read, "...a memory having program instructions stored thereon..." 
Claims 23-42 depend upon claim 22 and acquire the deficiencies set forth in claim 22.
